HOUSING 


Nine old persons dwellings were completed at Holywell comprising five 
one bedroom bungalows and four one bedroom flats, These dwellings were all 
connected to the existing warden system bringing a total of 30 wnits under 
the care of the Warden, 


The erection of a further twenty dwelling comprising two and three 
bedroom houses were commenced early in 1970, 


It is pleasing to see the Council contimuing with their policy of building 
council houses thdreby providing accommodation for elderly persons and young 
couples who are without the financial resources to purchase their own dwellings, 


Since 1966 the Council have completed forty-two dwellings and have a further 
twenty under construction which represents a substantial increase in the Council's

Report to Medical Officer of Health on 
Water Supply to Bakewell U.D. Year 1970 


The supplying authority to the area is the North Derbyshire Water 
Boarde 


Ael) The supply sources to the area are a Bulk Supply of treated water from 
the Derwent Valley Water Board and Fallinge Spring. Both are stored in open 
reservoirs and pass, after chlorination, into distribution and to three 
balancing tanks, 


Storage in open reservoirs, the absence of filtration and stagnation 
in balancing tanks at the end of the system inevitably results in deter- 
ioration of quality during distribution, 


2) The quantity proved adequate, no restrictions being impesed. 
Be Chemical and Bacteriological analyses are carried out in the Board's 
Laboratoriese All raw, treated and distributed waters are examined at least 
monthly.

Bacteriological results on treated waters have generally been satisfactory.

11.739 yards of main was laid for housing developments. 


Ee Before being brought into use all new mains were washed out, sterilised and 
samples taken to ensure satisfactory bacteriological and physical results. 


Fe Vaters were monitored for radioactive substances and results were well 
below the recommended minimum levels. 


Monthly reports of current bacteriological and physical results were 
forwarded to the Medical Officer of Health, 
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SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


Good progress was made on the construction of the Urban and Rural 
District Council's Joint Sewerage and Sewage Disposal Scheme. The Picory 
Corner Sewage disposal works and the alterationsto the Haddon Road Pumping 
station are almost completed and it is expected that the Urban District 
sewage will be being treated at the new works early in 1971. 


The Council's own scheme for the relaying of the main outfall sewer has 
not been finalised but it is expected that Ministry aporoval will be 
forthcoming for a start in late 1971. 


REFUSE DISPOSAL 


Refuse collections and disposal continue to operate satisfactorily 
although consideration will soon have to be given to the purchase of a new 
refuse collection vehicle. 


FACTORY ACT, 1961 


Particulars with regard to the Factory Act, 1961, appear as an appendix. 
It is worth comment that the Town's major employers of labour the Electric 
Power Storage Co. Ltd., closed their works in May, 1970, causing many local 
persons to be either unemployed or to change their occupation. 


The Council took all possible steps to persuade the Electric Power 
Storage Co. to reverse their decision but without success,
